Tokio, May 31. —• Anti-American 
feeling engendered by enactment of 
the United States immigration law 
with its Japanese exclusion provision 
threatens to become more widespread 
and intense, hacked as it is by the 
jingo press and a small group of N a­ 
tionalistic publicists, politicians, for­ 
mer service men and retired officers of 
the army and navy. 
Official Japan, represented by the 
Kiyoura government, absolutely op­ 
poses any retaliatory measures, and 
though Viscount Kato remains silent 
pon that point it is generally believed 
in his offices that the new ministry he 
is expected to form within the fort­ 
night will continue the same policy. 
With this contradiction of public and i 
certain private opinion so in evidence. 
Japanese officials express regret that 
they are unable .entirely to control 
anti-American

outcrop­ 
ping almost daily in public meetings, j 
published editorials and newsnaper ad­ 
vertisements.

Water is 
supplied directly from the city mains and 
from storage tanks in the upper floors.
